Director Earp Says New 


Directive Halting In-| 
duction Will Take Ef- 


fect Tommorow. 


APPLIES TO MEN 
IN ESSENTIAL WORK 


Boards to Process Those 
Under 26 as Rapidly 
as Possible Because of 
Urgent Need. 


The new directive from Selec- 
tive Service headquarters to State 
draft boards calling for a tempo- 
rary halt in the induction of men 
26 years of age or older in “essen- 


tial agricultural, war production 
and war-supporting activities” will 
delay inductions of older men in 
Missouri only about 30 days, State 
Director Col. Claude C. Earp told 
the Post-Dispatch yesterday. 

The directive, he said, “means 
that the Army and Navy are in 
critical need of men under 26 and 
we are authorized to postpone in- 
duction of men above 26 tempo- 
rarily to permit local boards to 
process and induct men under 26 
ahead of those over 26. 

In Effect Monday. 

“Local boards in Missouri are 
being notified to place the new 
directive in effect on Monday, 
April 10. It does not mean a very 
long extension of time for those 
above 26 and probably not more 
than 30 days. 

“Local boards will process men 
under 26 as rapidly as possible and 
then we will be back in the older 
group again.” 

Col. Earp pointed out that there 
were a very few thousands of men 
under 26 in the State who could 
be made available for induction, 
By men available, he meant those 
now in 2A, 2-B or similar classi- 
fications "who could be transferred 
to 1-A. 

Between 800 and 900 men of var- 
jous ages who had been notified to 
appear tomorrow morning before 
Draft Boards 4, 12, 23, 24A, 24B, 
26 and 28 in St. Louis, and Boards 
1, 6 and 7 in St.-Louis County, for 
induction or for  pre-induction 
physical examination, must report 
as originally scheduled unless they 
are notified otherwise. 

These boards were confronted 
with the task of working last 
night or on Easter at the task of 
eliminating registrants qualified 
for further deferment under the 
new order. Registrants who, hav- 
ing completed arrangements for 
going into service or for taking 
their pre-induction physical, re- 
quest that they be allowed to go 
- ahead as scheduled will] be permit- 
ted to do so. 

Lenient Interpretation. 

Men who recently quit jobs to 
visit relatives and complete ar- 
rangements for going into service 
are to receive the benefit of a 
broad and lenient interpretation 
of the order to postpone induc- 
tion of those engaged in war-im- 
portant work, it was pointed out.

OF CONTROL AS AMERICAN’ 


Reply to Congressman's State- 
ment That ‘Everything They 
Print Is Censored.’ 
WASBHINGTON, April 8 (AP).— 
A congressman's comment that 
everything British newspapers 
print is censored brought tonight 
a reply from the British Infor- 
mation Service that the British 
press is as free of government 

cantrol as the American press. 

Representative Michener (Rep.), 
Michigan, commenting last night 
on an editorial which appeared in 
the London News Chronicle rela- 
tive to United States politics, said 
the ‘article appeared there with 
“British Government knowledge 
and approval." He added: “Every- 
thing they print is censored.” 

A spokesman for the British In- 
formation Service tonight said: 
“The British Government exer- 
cises no censorship over the press 
of Great Britain other than in 
matters affecting military secur- 
ity, where a system of voluntary 
censorship, idential with that 
practiced in the United States, is 
in use. “The British Government 
cannot censor expressions of 
opinion on domestic or foreign 
affairs. In every respect the Brit- 
ish press is as free of govern- 
mental control ‘as the American 
press.”

‘| tax exemption laws, 


“Congress should find out and 
the people should know who re- 
ceived the $500,000 and what was 
done with it,” he said. . 

To Seek Investigation. 

He announced he would reintro- 
duce a resolution for a congres- 
sional investigation of the small- 
joan business. His first resolution 
was not acted on by the Houge 
Rules Committee, 

Sheppard also asked why the 
OPA had neglected to consider 
placing ceiling prices on small 
loans and charged that the Russell 
Sage Foundation and lenders oper- 
ating under the Small Loan Act 
it sponsored were waging @ “sham 
battle” in the fight to correct 
usurious practices in the lending 
field. 

Sheppard explained later that 
in “ceiling prices’ reference he 
was referring to interest rates. 

“In this sham battlé and plan 
of deception of the American 
people and their national and 
state governments,” he said in the 
Record, “this crowd have duped 
many members of Congress, gov- 
ernors of many states, state legis- 
latures, the American Bar Associ- 
ation, the Better Business Bureau, 
the Legal Aid Society, some of 
the nation’s outstanding colleges 
and universities, national labor 
kroups and many other outstand- 
ing people and organizations, in- 
cluding a large segment of the 
publications. .

TOBE BACK 
08 TOMORROW 


City to Treat 13-Day 
Strike as Vacation 
With Pay for Those 
Entitled to It. 


Collection of garbage in St. 
Louis, which has been halted gince 
March 27-by a strike of 41 garbage 
truck drivers and 82 collectors, 
will, be. resumed tomorrow, Mayor 
Aloys P, Kaufmann announced 
yesterday following an hour and a 
half conference with union repre- 
sentatives. ; 

The city agreed to treat as vaca- 
tions with pay the 13 days the 
strikers were away from their jobs 
provided they are entitled to that 
much vacation time, the Mayor 


said. If some strikers do not, by 
virtue of length of service with 
the city, have that much accumu- 
lated vacation time to their credit, 
he said, they will be paid only for 
the time they do have. Those with 
no accumulated vacation time, he 
added, will be docked for time off. 
A city ordinance, he explained, 
provides that all employes of the 
city with a year’s service are en- 
titled to 18 days vacation each 
year with pay. 

In addition, Mayor Kaufmann 
said, the city agreed to give the 
strikers compensatory time off for 
overtime they will have to work 
this week in cleaning up the huge 
accumulation of garbage through- 
out the city. 

Joseph Van Nordstrand, CIO re- 
gional director for the State, 
County and Municipal Workers’ 
Union, to which the majority of 
the strikers belong, declined to 
comment as he walked from the 
conference in the Mayor's office. 
At a meeting Friday night the 
strikers Gemanded back pay for 
the time they were on strike and 
overtime pay for the work they 
anticipated in collecting the gar- 
bage for the first time in two 
weeks, During their meeting at 
1722 Washington avenue, they re-| 
ceived an ultimatum from Direc- 
tor of Streets and Sewers Arthur 
C. Meyers ordering them to go 
back to work tomorrow or be 
fired. 

The drivers and collectors 
walked off their jobs in protest 
against the dismissal of William 
Hicks, Negro foreman at the dis- 
posal plant at 3834 Forest Park 
avenue, who, it was alleged, had 
refused to obey orders of a su- 
perior. The strikers contended he 
was dismissed for union activities, 
The Civil Service Commission, 
which conducted a hearing in 
Hicks’ case, upheld his dismissal. 
During the strike, Meyers said, 
he received about 100 complaints 
a day from residents whose gar- 
bage cans were running over and 
who had no place to put their

Escorts Down 92 Enemy 
Craft During Attacks 
on Brunswick, Air- 
fields in Germany and 
Belgium. 


LONDON, April 8 (AP).— 
American aerial formations total- 
ing about 1500 planes flew over 
Germany and Belgium today, with 
United States heavy bombers 
ripping two already-battered air- 
craft plants at Brunswick and 
five airdromes north of the Ruhr 
while .-American. fighters shot 
down 92 German planes and de- 
stroyed and damaged many 
others on the ground. 

From all the day’s operations, 
which included an’ attack on the 
Belgian rail center of Hasselt and 
by Thunderbolts and 
Lightnings against airdromes in 
the Frankfurt area, 34 United 
are bombers and 25 fighters 


are missing, an Army communi- 
ue said. 

No fighter opposition was en- 
countered over the airdromes, as 
the German Air Force concen- 
trated its interceptors for a des- 
perate defense of the Brunswick 
targets, where the communique 
said the Flying Fortresses and 
Liberators bombed their objec- 
tives “visuall¥ with good results.” 

Fierce Air Fights. ' 

Bitter air battles raged over 
Brunswick and along the return 
route. Escorting American fight- 
erg there destroyed 81 enemy air- 
craft. Thirty four-engined bomb- 
ers were lost in the Brunswick 
operation. 

No tabulation yet has been 
made on the number of German 
aircraft to fall before the guns of 
the heavy bombers. Nearly 1000 
Flying Fortresses, Liberators, and 
medium Marauders participated 
in the widespread attacks. 

The airdromes which were at- 
tacked north of the Ruhr were at 
Oldenburg, a base for single-en- 
gine German fighters; Rheine, a

WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP).— 
A praposal that President Roose- 
velt take the lead in a move to 
demilitarize Rome through crea- 
tion of a commission of United 
Nations and Axis representatives 


under the chairmanship of Pope 
Pius XII was advanced today by 
Senator Bridges (Rep.), New

VARYING REPORTS 
ON EFFORTS 10 
REMOVE GIRAUD 


One Says General’ De- 
fied De Gaulle Ouster, 
Another That Order 
May Be Rescinded. 


ALGIERS, April 8 (AP).—Con- 
flicting stories of the ultimate re- 
sult of Gen. Charles de Gaulle’s 
effort to remove Gen, Henri Hon- 
ore Giraud as commander-in-chief 


of the Fighting-French army de- 
veloped late today as conferences 
continued between them and their 
representatives. 

Members of Giraud’s staff as- 
serted vigorously this afternoon 
that the Commander had refused 
to step aside and accept the sub- 
ordinate post of “inspector gener- 
al of the armies.” = 

(The British radio carried a re- 
port from Algiers that Giraud’s 
appointment as inspector general 
had been announced, The broad- 
cast was recorded by CBS.) 

De Gaulle and Giraud held a 
“disagreeable” helf-hour confer- 
ence this morning, at which the 
Commander was said to have re- 
fused to quit and challenged the 
leader of the French, National 
Committee to oust him. 

Following the meeting, Giraud 
retired to his headquarters to de- 
liberate on the situation, and dur- 
ing.the afternoon sent his chief 
secretary, Gen. Chambe, to see 
De Gaulle. Gen, Chambe also 
had another appointment with 
De Gaulle tomorrow morning. 

In denying that Giraud had ac- 
cepted the inspector generalship, 
Giraud’s aides declared that De 
Gaulle himself would back down 
from his ouster attempt. | 

However, De Gaullists predicted 
that Giraud might yet accept the 
subordinate appointment and that 
in any event the National Com- 
mittee would enforce an ordi- 
nance, said,to be already adopted, 
abolishing the position of com- 
mander-in-chief. 

Giraud’s representatives § said 
that repercussions within the com- 
mittee and the army would pre- 
vent De Gaulle from abolishing 
the post and that any such at- 
tempt would result in several res- 
ignations, precipitating a commit- 
tee crisis.

Premier-Marsha] Stalin in two 
orders of the day announced the 
impressive victories, which carried 
the Red Army banner and ‘Czecho- 
slovak flag to the préwar Czech 
border. 

Message From Benes. 

Late last night Eduard Benes, 
president of the provisional 
Czecho-Slovak government in Lon- 
don, sent congratulations to Sta- 
lin and declared that “Czeche- 
Slovak soldiers are entering the 
territory of our beloved father- 
larré”.along with the Red army. 

It was Czech units of Marshal 
Gregory K. Zhukov’s First Ukraine 
Army which reached the Tatar 
Pass at the pre-Munich Czecho- 
Slovakian border. 


Zhukov also sent his tanks and 
motorized infantry crashing i1 
miles inside Northern Rumania on’ 
a 124-mile front, Stalin’s first or- 
der of the day disclosed. 

Zhukov’s men captured a total 
of 330 towns and villages, 30 of 
them inside Rumania, the others 
in the southwest corner of the 
Russian Ukraine which includes 
Bucovina, and the southeastern 
corner of former Poland. Among 
the captured localities was Siret, 
24 miles south of Czernowitz, Bu- 
covina capital. 

The troops under Zhukov, whose 
leadership saved Moscow in 1941, 
also captured several localities in 
the pocket west of Skala, 40 miles 
north of Czernowitz, as they con- 
tinued the liquidation of the rem- 
nants of 15 encircled German divi- 
sions. That area above the middle 
Dniester River now is far behind 
the Russians attacking along the 
Czech border and inside Rumania, 


Killing about 2500 more Ger- 
mans in the Skala trap yesterday, 
the Russians boosted their toll of 
enemy soldiers in that sector to 
17,500 in five days.

53 JAP SHIPS SUNK 
IN 3 FLEET RAIDS 


UNITED STATES PACIFIC 
FLEET HEADQUARTERS, Pearl 
Harbor, April 8 (AP). — Daring 
naval raids by Adm, Raymond A. 
Spruance’s,task force deep into 
the Carolines and Marianas 
islands have sunk 53 Japanese 
ships, damaged 33 others and defi- 
nitely wiped out 496 defending 
planes. 

In every strike, carried out be- 
tween mid-February and late 
March, the Japanese fleet has 
been conspicuously absent, 

In the latest, deepest penetration 
of enemy defenses only three 
small combat vessels were among 
the enemy ships sunk. The only 
first-line craft hit was a battle- 
ship, torpedoed by a submarine as 
it fled from the Palau Islands 
while Spruance’s powerful force 
was coming in for the attack. The 
battleship was among the 18 ves- 
sels damaged at Palau and three 
other Eastern Caroline island 
groups. 

Forewarned by scouting planes 
of the approaching American task 
force, the enemy fleet units fled 
from Palau toward the Philippines 
530 miles to the west. It was a 
duplication of the flight from 
Truk toward alau when 
Spruance’s force struck in the 
Central Carolines in mid-February, 
and a repetition of the months- 
long refusal of the Japanese navy 
to accept a challenge to fight. 

Cargo ships, planes, docks, air- 
ports and buildings bore the brunt 
of the blow delivered in the three- 
day raid, starting March 29. At 
least 160 enemy planes were de- 
stroyed and probably 54 more 
were wrecked. More than 70 build- 
ings were demolished at Palau, 
Yap and Ulithi to the northeast, 
and Woleai to the east midway 
between Palau and Truk,

Battle for Odessa, 


Far to the southeast, the Third

Odessa, a town of 600,000 popu- 
lation, is the largest Russian city 
still in German hands, The Rus- 
sians held it for two months 
against the Germans and Ruman- 
fans in 1941, and more than 
100,000 Axis troops now are be- 
lieved anchored there under 
orders to hold out at all costs. 


A midnight Soviet communique 
said mobile Russian units cutting 
behind German and Rumanian 
units outside Odessa were inflict- 
ing heavy casualties, and that in 
one sector alone 800 to 1000 Axis 
troops were killed: during the day. 


Appeal to Ozechs. 


Both the Czech Government in 
London and Moscow radio broad- 
cast appeals to the Czechoslovaks 
to aid the Russian army and the 
Czechoslovak unit now on the 
frontier of the homeland.

Allies, Amazed at Reds’ Supply 


_ System, Want to See It in Action 


By WES GALLAGHER 

LONDON, April 8 (AP).—Amer- 
ican and British Generals plan- 
ning the invasién of Western Eu- 
rope would like to know how the 
Russians are able to move so fast 
against the Germans, and would 
like to be permitted by Moscow 
to study the problem first hand. 

The speed of the Russian ad- 
vance is as much a puzzle to 
American and British military 
leaders as to the man in the 
streets, and thus they are lacking 
information which might aid the 
forthcaming assault on Hitler's 
Western wall. 

The chief problem in Western 
front preparations is supply, and 
the Allies—and undoubtedly the 
Germans, too—would like to know 
how the Red Army is able to 
maintain its supply system over 
hundreds of miles of devastated 
land to keep pace with the swift 
advance of its forces. 

The Russians have been reluc- 
tant to permit Allied miltary ob- 
servers or newspaper men to go 
to the front, and Allied supply 
Generals, who frankly admit they 
are puzzled, wish scow would 
permit observers free access to the 
Eastern fighting sector so they 
could study the Russian solution 
to the problem. _,, 

“Source of Amazement.” 

“It is a source of constant 

amazement how the Russians are 


table to go on week after week,” 


said one American General, who 
has handled supplies in Africa, 
Italy as well as England. “It is 
something we would like to be 
able to study at first hand.” 

He pointed out that the Imfor- 
mation would be of great aid to 
a Allies’ Western front opera- 
ions, where the pace of the armies 
will be dependent on how fast 
supplies can move. 

It is significant that the Allies 
were stymied in the supply race 
in February, 1943, by the mud in 
Tunisia, and this winter by the 
mud in Italy, while the Russians 
have been able to move through 
the mud of the Ukraine without 
great difficulty. 

It is significant, too, that the 
Germans, whose military effici- 
ency is considered the best in the 


| world, bogged down in Russia’s 
mud. 


One answer to Russia’s supply 
successes is the low military 
scale the Russians have worked 
out for their Army--in other 
words, the number of tons per 
day needed to supply a division, 
The German scale is estimated at 
an average of 250 tons per day. 
The Russian scale is believed to 
be at least this low, and perhaps 
lower. 

“They just don’t wait for the 
change of underwear,” one three- 
star General stated. 

The American supply scale per 
division is roughly a third or 
more higher than the German. 

But while the Russians can 
economize on foodstuffs and com- 
forts, they still face the problem 
of feeding the insatiable maw of 
their guns. This is further com- 
plicated by the fact the Russians 
use not only their own guns, but 
those received from the British 
and Americans and captured from 
the Germans as well. 

Supply Genius, 

One Allied theory is that the 
Red Army has a brilliant supply 
genius who concentrated on sev- 
eral key routes leading across the 
Russian steppes. Every effort was 
made to keep these roads in con- 
dition, and trucks which arrived 
from America and Britain by the 
tens of thousands were driven 24 
hours daily until they were worn 


out. 

Nothing is allowed to interfere 
with supplies and the men. en- 
gaged in this work labor around 
the clock until they can go no 
more, 

The American And British sup- 
ply problem on the continent is 
tremendously complicated oy the 
plan to feed and otherwise aid the 
population in liberated areas as 
soon as possible, 

It is bélieved that Russia con- 
centrates all efforts on the army, 
leaving the civilian populace to 
shift for itself. 

While all these things are fac- 
tors in Russia’s amazing supply ef- 
ficiency, they do not tell the whole 
story, as Allied military chiefs are 
the first to admit, 

“What I want to know is what 
kind of mud they have in Russia,” 
said one Allied General. “It stops 
Germans but does not hurt the 
Russians.”

WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP),— 
President Roosevelt personally has 
taken a hand in efforts to unite 
the Democratic party in this year’s 
political campaign by writing Sen- 
ator Guy M. Gillette (Dem.), Iowa, 


his decision to seek re-election to 
the Senate. 

While Democratic National 
Committee leaders this year have 
made every effort to heal the 
wounds caused by the President’s 
opposition six years ago to party 
members who did not go along 
with him, this apparently was the 
first instance in which Roosevelt 
himself has taken the initiative 
in the movement. 

Gillette declined to affirm or 
deny receipt of the letter, but 
some of his colleagues described 
it as a cordial note addressed to 
“Dear Guy.” In it, the President 
congratulated Gillette on the lat- 
ter’s reluctant decision to be a 
candidate again, expressing the 
conviction that not only Iowa but 
the nation needed men like Gil- 
lette’s caliber in the Senate. 
This expression of sentiment, so 
far at variance with the adminis- 
tration’s 1938 attitude, caused 
immediate speculation that 
Roosevelt was getting his de- 
fenses in order in the middle 
western political battleground for 
a fourth-term try. However, some 
politicians who contend the presi- 
dent has not decided his future 
course called the action merely a 
party harmony move. 

Gillette, who publicly has op- 


ignated Secretary of State Hull as 
his first choice for the nomina- 
tion, said recently he expected to 
be named as an Iowa delegate to 
the National Convention, He 
forecast that the Iowa group 
would be instructed for the 
president at a State Convention 
April 15 arti said he would abide 
by such instructions, later sup- 
porting whoever might be the 
party’s nominee. 

The Senator agreed only a few 
weeks ago to stand for re-election 
after Democratic leaders insisted 
that his name must be on the 
ticket if they were to have any 
hope of carrying Iowa. He pre- 
viously had said he intended to 
retire when his present term ex- 
pires in January. 

The President's indorsement of 
Gillette's candidacy was in line 
with steps that have been taken 
by Chairman Robert E. Hannegan 
of St. Louis to provide national 
committee assistance for several 
Senators who were marked for 
defeat in 1938 but who survived 
the purge.

Legislature Completes 
Action on Measure for 


Increases of 3 to 16 
Pct, in St. Louis. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 8. — 
The Legislature passed today and 
sent to Gov. Donnell for signing 
authorizing salary in- 
creases of 3 to 16 per cent for all 
ranks of the St. Louis Police De- 
partment, ranging from turnkeys 
to the assistant chief of detectives, 


The Senate passed the measure 
today, and the House concurred in 
the Senate amendments, which 
completed the legislative action. © 
One of the principal Senate 
amendments eliminated a provi- 
sion that would have increased the 
number of police captains from 
17 to 20, and the number of lieu- 
tenants from 32 to 37. 

The principal pay increases 
were given to patrolmen and pro- 
bationary patrolmen. Patrolmen, 
now receiving $180 a month, will 
receive $200 a month after the 
bill becomes effective. Probation- 
ary policemen, now paid $155 a 
month, are advanced to $160 a 
month for the first six months of 
service; $170 for the next six 
months, and $180 a month there- 
after. 

Other salaries fixed by the bill 
are: 

Assistant Chief of Detectives, 
$3600 a year, an increase of $200; 
Supt. of the Identification Bureau, 

600, increase of $180; Captains, 
increase $180; Lieutenants, 
increase $300; Sergeants, 

increase $280; turnkeys, 
increase $120; Secretary to 
Police Chief, $3000, increase $200, 
and drill master, $3080, increase 
$280. 

The new salary scale, approved 
by the St. Louis Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, will cost 
the city an additional $408,000 a 
year. The Board of Police Com- 
missioners originally recommend- 
ed to the Legislature more liberal 
salary ‘increases, which would 
have cost $653,000 a year. 

The provision for the extra po- 
lice officers was eliminated after 
the Board of Estimate opposed it 
on the ground the additional high- 
salaried positions would disrupt 
the new city budget. The police 
board, it was said, wanted the ad- 
ditional Captains and Lieutenants 
to staff the gambling squad and 
the new juvenile division.

itional 50,000 declarations coming 
jin by the end of the year, largely 
| from persons who at present do 
jnot expect to earn enough to be 
lrequired to file, but who will re- 


come in the course of the year. 
Approximately 201,000 declarations 
were filed last year. 

The 1944 declaration forms, 
with work sheets which will be of 
assistance in preparing the tax es- 
timate, have been mailed to all 
persons who filed declarations in 
1943. Taxpayers who this year 
are required to file for the first 
time may obtain forms from any 
Collector of Internal Revenue, 

4 Installments Permitted. 

Declarations. should be filed 
with the Internal Revenue Col- 
lector in the district in which the 
taxpayer expects to file his regu- 
lar income tax return for the year. 
The declaration must be accom- 
panied by at least a one-fourth 
payment on the estimated tax, 
which payment is entirely sep- 
arate and distinct from any pay- 
ment that was made last March 
on account of the 1943 tax. Re- 
maining installments on the tax 
estimated for 1944 are due June 
15, Sept. 15 and Dec, 15. Some 
may prefer to pay the entire 
amount in a lump sum, which 
may be done when the first install- 
ment is due.

Husbands and wives who are 
only temporarily apart—for ex- 
ample, if one is in the armed forc- 
es—are considered to be living to- 
gether, Otherwise, separated hus- 
bands and wives are considered 
single persons. 

Few in Services Need Pay. 

Most members of the armed 
forces will not be required to file. 
Those within the continental 
United States have no specific ex- 
emption, but since the first $1500 
of active service pay is tax-ex- 
empt, only a small proportion of 
men and women in uniform will 
have sufficient taxable income to 
come within filing requirements. 

The form on which the declara- 
tion of estimated tax is made, 
Form 1040-ES, is a slip only 3% 
oz 8 inches. It is accompanied by 
alternative work sheets retained 
by the taxpayer for his personal 
record, One is a short, simplified 


‘sheet for use by persons whose 


probable income is not over $10,- 
000. The other is a longer, more 
involved sheet for taxpayers whose 
probable income exceeds $10,000, 
or for those with smaller incomes 
who expect to have unusually 
large deductions or who otherwise 
desire a more detailed computa- 
tion of tax.

to ascertain whether they can 
be used for treatment of men- 
tally sick Negroes. 

Child and Family Welfare. 

Pointing out that private 
agencies in the field of foster care 
for children are not fulfilling re- 
sponsibilities toward Negroes as 
well as governmental agencies, the 
committee urged that “serious 
consideration be given to making 
additional voluntary services in 
the foster care field available to 
them, either through their accept- 
ance in existing agencies or the 
establishment of a new service.” 

In the case of family welfare, 
the committee found the low pro- 
portion of care to Negro families 
“seems to be due to a lack of use 
by Negroes rather than to a lack 
of facilities for their care.” 

Three times as many white chil- 
dren participate in scouting in 
proportion to population as Negro 
children, the report said. “Young 
people,” added the committee, rep- 
resent the age group in which the 
seeds of mutual understanding 
and democratic citizenship can 
best be planted, and it seems that 
scouting might be more actively 
conscious of this.” It recommends | § 
the extension of scouting to all/# 
Negro boys and girls. 3 

More Play Space Urged. 

Because it concluded on the 
basis of findings that St, Louis “‘is 
not fulfilling” its responsibility 
relative to mass and group recrea- 
tion, the committee urged acquisi- 
tion of additional play space per 
individual, and selection of re@rea- 
tional personnel by training and 
merit. 

“We recommend,” the report 
said, “that the Board of Education 
in the city of St. Louis make an 
increased appropriation for recrea- 
tional purposes, and take all pos- 
sible steps immediately to extend | 3 
its program so that it will be in|‘7 
line with the increased needs.” It) % 
suggested that private agencies 
go beyond tax-supported programs 
in meeting these needs. 

Vocational guidance itn the 
schools for Negro children should 
be “strengthened and expanded,” 
the committee held.

ST.LOUIS FLYER HOME 
SHOT DOWN 3 ZERO 


Squadron Given Variety of 
Tasks in Pacific, Lt. Mills 
Schanuel Says. 


Members of the Skull and Cross- 
bones Squadron of Navy fighter 
pilots, who achieved fame by de- 
stroying 154 Japanese planes in 
combat in the South Pacific, never 
referred to the squadron by that 
name, Lt. (j.g.) Mills J. Schanuel, 
a Post-Dispatch reporter and a 
member of the squadron, said yes- 
terday. 

“We just called ourselves Black- 
burn’s Irregulars,” said Lt. Schan- 
uel, who is credited with destroy- 
ing three Japanese Zeros, damag- 
ing another and damaging a Jap 
bomber, “That was in honor of 
our commanding officer, Lt. 
Comdr. Thomas Blackburn, and 
because of the frequency with 
which the nature of our work was 
changed.” 

Lt. Schanuel, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert J. Schanuel, 2 Jean drive, 
Florissant, related that the squad- 
ron, after being given Carrier 
training in the Atlantic, was trans- 
ported to become a_ land-based 
fighter outfit. in the Solomons 
Islands. The squadron is at pres- 
ent in this country on leave pre- 
paratory to getting a new assign- 


ment,

awhile,” Lt. Schanuel said, “we dis- 
covered one morning that the me- 
chanics had been ordered to place 
hooks on our Corsairs.

“Before we left the South Pa- 
cific area, we had even experi- 
mented with dropping large bombs 
from our fighter planes, 

“That experiment got a bridge 
named in my honor, but the fame 
was short-lived. Large bombs 
were attached beneath our planes 
as an experiment and we were in- 
structed to search out any target 
we thought appropriate and at- 
tempt to place the bomb on it. 

“I had this bomb and was like 
a kid with a fire-cracker, looking 
for a good place to throw it. The 
bomb was heavy and the plane 
sluggish. Two planes came at me 
out of the clouds and I attempted 
to get rid of the bomb and get 
ready for a fight. There was no 
change in the operation of my 
plane, so I° thought my bomb 
hadn’t released, It turned out the 
planes were Marine flyers. 

“Then I saw a bunch of Jap 
trucks going over a bridge. I fig- 
ured it would be a master stroke 
to sever that communication line. 
I went into a steep dive and 
pulled the release and expected to 
see chaos at the bridge. Nothing 
happened, I radioed’ my wing man 
that I couldn’t get rid of my 
bomb. He said, ‘What bomb? You 
lost that in the water when the 
Marines came at you,’ 

“The squadron named that 
bridge ‘Schanuel] Bridge’ and blew 
it up the next day.” 

Teamwork and Equipment. 

It was superior teamwork and 
equipment that enabled the 
squadron to shoot down 47 enemy 
planes while maintaining, an air 
patrol during American landings 
at Empress Augusta Bay and to 
destroy 107 more of them while 
escorting bombers on assaults on 
Rabaul, Lt. Schanuel said. 

“Our squadron had trained so 
long together that everyone in it 
knew what everyone else would 
do in a given situation,” he ex- 
plained. “It is a most amazing 
thing to see how much punish- 
ment our planes could take and 
still get home. Our fighters could 
take it as well as our bombers, 

“Once I saw one of our Cor- 
sairs coming down in a spin with 
his wing burning like a.pile of 
straw. I radioed for the pilot to 
bail out, but he refused and stayed 
with the plane. Miraculously, the 
fire went out, but his ammuni- 
tion kept exploding all the way 
home, tearing holes in that wing. 
When we reached the landing 
strip, his wheels wouldn’t lower 


and he had to make a belly- 
landing. ,

W. D. Lee Dies,

D. Lee, 79, internationally known 
saddle horseman, died here this 
afternoon following a long iliness.

In St. Louis Alleys Is 
Authorized by WLB 


The Regional War Labor Board 
ruled today that an increase of 
1% cents a game in the wage paid 
400 pin setters in 26 St. Louis 
bowling alleys would not be un- 
stabilizing to the nation’s wartime 
economy. 

In a ruling written by C. Wilson 
Randle, wage stabilization direc- 
tor for the board, the Greater St. 
Louis Bowling Proprietors’ Asso- 
ciation was authorized to increase 
pin setters from 6 cents a game, 
the present pay rate, to a new 
rate of 7% cents a game. 

The voluntary . pplication of the 
association for approval! of the in- 
crease stated that pin setters av- 
erage six games an hour, On the 
basis of the ruling they would 
earn an average of 45 cents an 
hour. The board's ruling was 
based on correction of substand- 
ards of living. The new rates 
were made effective April 5, 1944.

Low Prices, Smaller Profits. 
On Bigger Turnovers Urged: 
Greedy Grabbing Means Ruin 


Private Enterprisers Must Choose Between Long- 
Term Modest Rewards or Short-Term ‘Rip- 
Roaring, Hell-Raising, Risk-Taking' Bid for High 
Returns That Cannot Last. :

WASHINGTON, April 8. 


HE relationship between prices and employment may not, be 
at once apparent; but there is a definite relationship. As has 
been shown, we cannot expect the prosperity for which we have 


all the elements—natural resources, a highly trained labor force, 
managerial skill, the desire of the people for more and better goods 
—unless we combine them in a way that will bring about a higher 
general standard of living. To make oyr mass-production economy 
work we must have mass consumption. 


Obviously, if the private enter- 
prise system is to survive, prices 
must yield a profit. But if profit- 
taking, through greed or short- 
sightedness, is allowed to run 
wild—if the only criterion of price 
policy is “all the traffic will 
bear”"—inevitably the result will 
be lower consumption and the 
twin attendant evils of lower pro- 
duction and lower employment. 

The conclusion must be that 
if our economy is to produce 
prosperity and not stagnation, 
the gains which industry makes 
from improved ways of doing 
things must be passed on to 
the consumer in the form of 
lower prices. 


Two Outstanding Examples 


The mammoth automobile in- 
dustry of today, with all it has 
meant to the national well-being 
and to the ultimate gain of the 
producers themselves, stems di- 
rectly from the low-price policy 
inaugurated by Henry Ford. 

On the .extreme other hand fs 
housing. The enormous poten- 
tialities of low-cost housing as a 
creator of jobs—as a prime con- 
tributor in this and other ways 
to the general welfare—will never 
be realized till the restrictive, cost- 
inflating practices in the construc- 
tion industry, on the part both of 
capital and of labor, are ended. 

What will be the prevailing 
practices of industry after the war 
remains to be seen. Meantime, 
the utterances of some of its re- 
sponsible spokesmen indicate a 
growing realization that its inter- 
ests are identical with those of the 
country as a whole, and that these 
interests can best be served by a 
low-price policy based on full pro- 
duction. 


Only the Blind Can't See 


This from the head of the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, Eric A. Johnston, is typi- 
cal of what many .are saying: 

“Only the wilfully blind can fail 
to see that the old-style capital- 
ism of a primitive freebooting 
period is gone forever. The capi-

Institution for permission to quote 
from his forthcoming book, “Price-

knit argument for a_ low-price 
policy as the road to prosperity. 

Dr. Nourse says that such 
statements as those quoted from 
Eric Johnston and the NAM, and 
similar statements by other busi- 
ness groups and individuals, are 
excellent as far as they go, but 
he raises the pertinent question 
whether industry is prepared to 
go beyond the principle of low 
margins per unit of sales (the 
“low profits on a great turnover” 
of Eric Johnston's statement) and 
apply also the principle that “a 
low rate of profit on fully and 
continuously employed: capital is 
the means of achieving maximum 
total earnings in the long run to 
the proprietary interest.” 


Long-Term or Short-Term? 


In blunter terms, is industry 
going to consult its long-run in- 
terest or shortsightedly take ad- 
vantage of conditions after the 
war to try for a killing? 

He has been told by several in- 
formed persons, Dr. Nourse says, 
that this is precisely what “a con- 
siderable wing of business opin- 
ion” looks forward to doing after 
the war, in the professed belief 
that there will not be another 
such chance for private profits 
“before private business is taken 
over by the state.” 

Dr. Nourse warns of the danger 


inherent in this “after-us-the-del- 


uge” attitude—and inherent as 
well in the mere fact of business 
confidence in the fufure “with- 
out sound understanding of the 
the proper 
methods for their control.” A 
short spurt of hectic activity, 
from whatever cause, might well 
set the stage for a collapse “as 
severe as that of the ’30s, per- 
haps even more devastating.”

In- 
coming missives were scrupulously filed 
away. Last but not least, he practiced a 
script of notable legibility. 

Though in no sense a professional writer, 
Jefferson achieved a literary output esti- 
mated at more than 12 million words, all

Given time to prepare, the 
Soviet Union might have built 
up a heavy bomber force such 
as those which are now blasting 
Germany, Italy and the Balkans 
by day and aight.

It now 
plays as much a part in front 
commanders’ considerations as 
tank battalions, devastating mor- 
tar batteries, field guns or as- 
sault troops. The result has 
been the development of unique 
aircraft—the famous Stormovik, 
or Elyushin-2,

On May 6 there came mass 
raids on Nazi airbases in the 
course of which, the communique 
said, 350 German planes were de- 
stroyed on the ground or in the 
air with a Red loss of only 24.

A total 
of 190 planes were destroyed by 
the Red army, but its own losses 
that day, the communique said, 
were 62.

Grief Over Willkie’s Failure 


Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Wendell Willkie, the only declared 
standard bearer of liberal thought in the 
Republican party, has cashed in his 
chips. From the standpoint of the inde- 
pendent voter, this is unfortunate, but 
only serves to confirm the fact that, de- 
spite all he has learned since 1940, Will- 
kie is still politically immature. Like the 
untrammeled political skyrocket that he 
is, Willkie unwisely shot his wad on the 
Wisconsin primary, which at best prom- 
ised from the start to be a poor hand 
for him. 

In 1940, by sheer popular appeal, he 
swept to within an ace of getting the 
White House’s latch key. In doing this 
he violated every rule of political cam- 
paigning, party procedure and organiza- 
tion. He staked his entire effort on his 
rugged American personality, whirlwind 
enthusiasm and forthright manner. His 
1940 technique has its counterpart in 
his currently lamented campaign. — 

I have no doubt that the conservative 
elements in the G. O. P. did everything 
in their power to guide Willkie into the 
blunder he made in Wisconsin. They 
were not unmindful of his gullibility. He 
was perhaps encouraged to storm Wis- 
consin’s already conservative-entrenched 
walls (the State was already almost 
solidly promised to Dewey and Stassen 


before Wendell thrust his tousled head 


within its borders). 

Perhaps the greatest pity of the whole 
affair is the fact that Willkie’s betrayal 
in Wisconsin does not of necessity rule 
him out as a strong candidate for the 
Republican nomination. He might still 
have gained the support of other groups 
as convention time rolled around and 
the various other candidates were 
flushed from their cover of silence. How 
are we to be sure that Dewey isn’t 
serious when he says he doesn’t want 
the G. O. P. nomination? There is some. 
justification for thinking that his 
chances of election will be better in 
1948 than this coming fall. If Dewey 
were to make good his stand, Willkie 
would be the next best vote-getter in 
the party. 

But now, it seems, it is too late for 
Willkie to change his strategy. The 
humiliation of the Wisconsin shellacking 
is one which will make itself felt 
throughout the pro-Willkie ranks. If he 
hadn’t stated sé positively that he was 
betting his chance for nomination on 
the outcome of one state’s decision, he 
would have been able to retire with 
some degree of grace to fight again on 
other fronts. I fear the last best hope 
‘of Republican liberalism has fallen un- 
der the knife of the crafty Old Guard, 
I grieve, not for the elephant, but for 
the cause of liberalism.

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What Mr. Hull Might Say 


There is handwriting on the wall of Hitler's 
Europe for all to read, Nazi and satellite, United 
Nation and neutral. It tells those behind the 
wall that the hour ‘ig near, and those before the 
wall that the hour is late. 

We approach the wall under a sky that is not 
clear, from a beach that is strewn with unsolved 
problems. The flotsam needs to be cleared away 
and the racks of doubt dispelled. Then the Allies 
will be ready for battle—their aims, their pur- 
poses and intentions sharpened, clean-cut and 
known to everyone. 

Secretary Hull speaks to the nation at 5:30 
o’clock this afternoon, He speaks to the world as 
well, since his is the voice of American foreign 
policy and by it the world itself will be partly re- 
shaped—since, too, our foreign policy is not 
well known at home or abroad, nor are the ways 
in which we intend to apply it. He can doa 
great deal toward clearing the air and sweeping 


- Clean the beaches, 


Two weeks ago, the Secretary set down 17 prin- 
ciples of that policy. They are as admirable as 
they are ambiguous; as sterling as they aré eva- 
sive. The nation hopes that this afternoon Mr, 
Hull will take some of those 17 principles and 
tell us specifically how they apply to specific 
cases. Principles are units of measure that mean 
nothing until they are taken down from the lab- 
oratory shelf and used. 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Hull will tell the 
nation and the world: 

That the United States means, by favoring “co- 
operation between nations,” the immediate estab- 
lishment of a United Nations council in which 
the bold and the meek, the great and the power- 
less shall be fairly heard. 

That the United States means, in respecting 
“the sovereign equality of nations,” the right of 
each to freedom from intervention and “to decide 
for itself the forms and details of its govern- 
mental organization,” that it will immediately 
recognize, in full, the popular anti-Fascist French 
Government in Algiers, 

That the United States means, when it speaks 
of worthiness of liberty shown through “a fight 
for its preservation,” that it will immediately 
recognize the claims of the Italian anti-Fascist 
political parties, which have always fought Fas- 


cism; that it will immediately recognize the Gov- - 


ernment of Gen. Tito of Yugoslavia as represent- 
ing that nation’s great resistance to Fascism. 

That all these principles, together with Mr. 
Hull’s reiteration of the Moscow Declaration and 
the Atlantic Charter, constitute a blueprint which 
will be applied in these additional ways: 

The rights of the Greek people to the Constitu- 
tion they lost through King George will not be 
jeopardized by returning him to the throne unless 
popular elections have first voted his return. 

The rights of the White Russians and Ukrain- 
ians east. of the Curzon line to belong to the 
country of their origin will not be questioned by 
the United States. 

The postwar rights of Germans on historically 
German territory to be governed by Germans, in- 
stead of by Poles or those of any other nation- 
ality, will be respected in the name of future 
peace. 

The anti-Allied governments of Spain, of the 
Argentine and of Finland will be temporized with 
no longer, and the United States will proceed im- 
mediately with a declaration of war against the 
Government in Helsinki, 

The United States is on the side of popular 
anti-Fascist forces everywhere, from Buenos Aires 
to Vichy France to Budapest, and intends to 
bring all possible pressure to bear in their behalf 
at all future times. ; 

These are the uses to which it is fervently 
hoped that Mr. Hull’s principles—his “units of 
measure”’—will be put today. They are not ab- 
stractions, They are not generalities, They are 
as specific as the goals which Mr. Hull has set, 
and essential to attaining those goals, namely: 
“to defeat ‘our enemies as quickly as possible,” 
and “the assuring of our national security.” They 
are as necessary as guns to our readiness for the 
day of invasion,

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Time: to Buy Coal 


St. Louis coal consumers may minimize, in 
the coming winter, some of the difficulties they 
have experienced in obtaining fuel in the win- 
ter just past. Unless they do so, by ordering coal 
as soon as possible and authorizing its delivery 
as soon as possible, the blunt fact is that they 
will have a great deal more trouble next winter 
than they had this year. 

Federal agencies and the Citizens’ Wartime 
Fuel Committee of St. Louis have made the sit- 
uation clear. The coal mines must ship coal as 
rapidly as they mine it, for they are unequipped 
to store it, The railroads must handle it when 
there are cars available, Right now, the demand 
for coal is slackening, and domestic consumers 
can be supplied—with the coal, and with the 
railroad cars to haul it to them. 

Between now and next winter, many coal min- 
ers will be inducted into the Army, and the coal 
they have been mining will not be mined; the 
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shortage of coal is expected to be twice as great 
next winter as it was last winter, When cold 
weather comes, the demand for both coal and 
transportation will be greater than the supply. 

The time to buy coal, and get it delivered, is 
now. Consumers who do not listen to fair warn- 
ing will deserve little sympathy if they complain, 
in the next heating season, that they are unable 
to obtain fuel.

This is the whole 
meaning of his decision not to submit to the spe-

Under the law, it is the State’s duty to care 
for indigent insane. The city nevertheless has 
its own sanitarium, which igs now dangerously 
overcrowded, The State agreed in 1939 to accept 
520 patients a year from St. Louis, but the 
pledge has not been kept; only six patients have 
been taken in the last year. It was proposed 
to lease the City Sanitarium to the State for $1 
a year, so the institution could Be converted into 
a State hospital, toward whose upkeep the city 
would contribute. The net cost to the State 
would increase very little, but an obligation would 
be fulfilled, the plight of many helpless people 
would be remedied and the danger growing from 
the sanitarium’s present overcrowding would be 
eliminated. But the Governor says No,

The horse-carriage service being instituted to- 
day Between the Campbell House and the Old 
Courthouse is a welcome addition to the flavor, 
the finery and the fun of life in St. Louis, but it 
should be only a starter.

An Associated Press correspondent in the South 
Pacific reports that men on a carrier “some- 
times have spare moments to dig out forgotten 
facts.” One of the facts thus excavated is that 
Gen, William Tecumseh Sherman’s remarks on 
war were somewhat longer than most people 
think. In fact, say the researchers of Carrier X, 
they were: 

I am tired and sick of war. Its glory is 
all moonshine. It is only those who have 
never fired a shot nor heard the shrieks and 
groans of the wounded who cry aloud for 
blood, more vengeance, more desolation. War 
is hell. 

This, it turns out, is the version given by 
Bartlett’s “Familiar Quotations,” in which a note 
attributes the words to an address by Gen. Sher- 
man at Michigan Military Academy in 1879, 
Stevenson’s “Home Book of Quotations” has an 
entirely different passage, however, and says it 
comes from an address before a G. A. R. conven- 
tion at Columbus, O., in 1880, It reads: 

There is many a boy here today who looks 
on war as all glory, but, boys, it is all hell, 
You can bear this warning voice to genera- 
tions yet to come, I look upon war with 
horror. 

Gen. Sherman, it is said, could never remember 
having uttered the three-word axiom now firmly 
linked with his name, but whatever he said, he 
was right. Perhaps some of those remarkable 
fighting men who read their Bartlett between 
spells of impressing the truth of Sherman’s words 
upon the Japs will do some research when they 
come home that will settle the question for all 
time. 
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Easter Holiday at a Steel Plant 


The Army and Navy need the steel products 
turned out by the Commonwealth plant at Gran- 
ite City. For helping win the war, they must 
have the tanks, locomotives, armor plate and oth- 
er goods for which the plant holds contracts, 
But some 1500 members of the CIO United Steel 
Workers of America feel they need an BHaster 
holiday. So, without authorization by, their em- 
ployers, their union leaders or anyone else, they 
are taking that holiday over a long week end 
that began Friday morning. 

Here is an open and inexcusable bid for the 
“doghouse” which Eric Johnston recently warned 
was waiting for labor if misguided members fol- 
low selfish, arrogant policies similar to those 
that put business in the same unenviable spot a 
decade or so ago. The men have a complaint, 
it is true; they say that the company is laying 
off workers with high seniority ratings and is 
slow about settling grievances. The manage- 
ment may be at fault, but the workers would be 
in a thousand times better position to press their 
claims if they had remained at work instead of 
angrily declaring the “holiday.”

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Bringing Aviation Down to Earth 


The Mirrer

Public Opinion 


A postwar plague of planes, aerocars, helicabs, train planes, is 
fantastic notion, writer says; weather and facilities won't permit 
it; aviation’s future is most closely related to military importance; 
we will need a great commercial air fleet- convertible to defense. 


Robert Moses, New York City Park Commissioner, in Coronet 


The immense contribution of planes to 
the winning of the war naturally has led 
to fantastic notions of their pre-eminence 
in peace, 


The enthusiast foresees flying autos and 
trucks—-planes that fold their wings on 
landing and run along highways on a four- 
wheel landing gear. 


He expects mass production of three dif- 
ferent kinds of small machines, not to 
speak of large transport and freight planes, 
namely the aerocar, or flying family auto- 
mobile, the roadable plane for distance 
flights and short trips on the ground, and 
the helicab for commuters in large cities, 
He concedes that it will take a little longer 
to perfect the vacuum-tube train-plane, 
which will break all records on a very 
special right of way. 

Let us subject these exuberant prophe- 
cles to a little analysis. There is not a 
highway, boulevard, thruway or parkway 
in use or planned for the future which 
has been designed or which could conceiv- 
ably be planned to accommodate the fly- 
ing grasshoppers referred to above. 


How would you like to take an ordinary 
car on a highway knowing that at any 
moment someone might land or take off 
in front or in back of you in an aerocar 
or a roadable plane? 


Weather Can’t Be Eliminated 


The toughest limiting factor in air trans- 
port is and is likely to continue to be 
weather, particularly where travel is heavy 
and where there are obstacles such as high 
mountains and vast stretches of treacher- 
ous water, not to speak of the intense cold 
and thin air.of the stratosphere. The no- 
tion that these difficulties can be lightly 
overcome or that it will be as safe to 
travel in one climate, season, latitude or 
topography as another will require years 
of experiment and demonstration. And if 
half our police do traffic duty now, how 
will it be when they must patrol another 
dimension? . 


Our longest-haired planners and archi- 
tects are telling us that future towns and 
cities will be built around airports and 
that our primary problem will be to lo- 
cate the airports, But airports have many 
drawbacks. 

The very finest airports are needed in 
the larger communities, but they should 
be at proper locations, usually on the out- 
skirts. No one has yet demonstrated that 
planes even save time on short trips. The 
trick will be to make the airports acces- 
sible by proper highway construction and 
rail facilities so that you can get quickly 
from any part of town to an airport, 


Airport Problem Is Puzzling 


Schemes are being hatched for huge city 
airports involving enormously expensive 
land and construction. Idlewild Airport in 
New York was recently expanded. It is 
close to the heart of Mayor LaGuardia, 
who has shown great enterprise, courage 
and foresight in picking its location on 
Jamaica Bay, making basic plans on a 
proper scale, and pumping in millions of 
yards of hydraulic fill, It now covers 
some 3200 acres. Recently a private air 
line suggested that this new airport, which 
is not even paved, is already obsolete. 


It is my private opinion, for which there 
le as yet little support, that before long 


local zoning will include a real third di- 
mension. There is no reason why height 
over a city, village Or town should not be 
regulated up to 10,000 or more feet instead 
of 100 or 1000, 


It will be said that I under-estimate the 
future of the plane. Far from it. It seems 
to me that there is one enormously impor- 
tant postwar field in which the plane has 
a more essential function to perform than 
the train and motor car. Our railroads 
and autos serve incidénta) military reserve 
purposes, but the plane is supréme as a 
future instrument of conversion to défense 
and attack, 


‘This should be our doctrine of the air: 
We shall send passengers and freight into 
the blue bound for every domestic and ev- 
ery friendly port, but if another Hitler, 
Mussolini or Hirohito is looking for trou- 
ble, we shall put the bombardier back in 
the nose and the gunner in the tail, 


Trade Related to Military Factors 


Our commercial air developments in the 
postwar period must be closely related to 
military developments, and commercial 
travel must be convertible on short notice 
to defense and the maintenance of interna- 
tional peace, just as commercial shipping 
must be convertible into a merchant ma- 
rine, This is bound to be the conclusion 
of other leading nations. 


Our job, therefore, is to have the best 
and most effective flying squadrons in the 
world, largely commercial, but convertible 
to defense. We must determine the main 
routes of travel outside of our own terri- 
tory so that they will follow the most 
friendly lines of communication, 


If we can have our own airports on land 
under our jurisdiction, ceded to us for this 
purpose, so much the better. If we have 
to get along with leases, we shall have to 
be content with this. Reciprocal arrange- 
ments with friendly nations will get us fur- 
ther than attempts to make all the air 
around the globe entirely free. 


Governments Will Be Interested 


Governments are bound to be a control- 
ling factor in future international trans- 
oceanic air transport. But the extent of 
such tramsport in the coming decade has 
been ridiculously exaggerated. 


Air transport wil] benefit enormously 
from concentrated war experience. No 
other industry has had such tremendous 
impetus from the sacrifice of lives, the ex- 
penditure of billions and from trial and 
error and waste and destruction. 


Those who have guided this industry 
with brilliant success through the difficult 
years of the war must now prepare to 
meet the even more vexing questions of 
conversion, layoffs, cancellations of con- 
tracts and postwar design, production and 
operation. There is a tremendous tempta- 
tion to do the wrong kind of promotion 
and advertising, and to forget that no mat- 
ter how brilliant, bold and devastating you 
have, been in war, you cannot blitz the old 
peacetime law of supply and demand.

“Wedding Day,” by Edwa Moser, 
Pearce, Inc., New York.)

OR THE first time in four 
days, the Russians are report- 
ing advances on the front of 
their First and Second Ukrainian 
Army groups, That doesn’t mean 
that these fronts have been quiet 
for four days; very far from it.

Sometimes the Rus- 
sians reveal an abiding conviction 
that Washington and London 
aren't too dissatisfied to be<fight- 
ing the war to the last drop of 
Soviet blood, They betray the sort 
of feeling that Americans and Bri- 
tish have been saving their forces 
for the settlement showdown when 
the presence of vast, fully .equip- 
ped, still intact Anglo - Saxon 
armies might outweigh the tired 
Soviet forces, and this—according 
to my informants—is exactly what 
the Moscow men intend shall not 
happen. 


Two Soviet Policies.. 
This, so the explanation runs, is

It is 
the Cassino deadlock that perhaps 
encourages Gen. de Gaulle calmly 
to assume powers which Washing- 
ton wished to refuse him. 


When Showdown Comes. 


Here is where the second front 
comes in. One day, sooner or lat- 
er, Roosevelt or Churchill or both 
will have to tell Stalin that the 
price of continued co-operation is 
indivisible co-operation and no 
ideological expansion imposed on 
other peoples. 

On that day, what will Stalin 
answer? It will depend—again in 
the view of many here which this 
writer shares—on the amount of 
naked military power revealed by 
the American and the British 
armies in the coming invasion of 
Western Europe. Stalin, the tough 
Georgian, will respect the desires 
of etrong countries and be willing 
to pay for their co-operation and 
friendship, But the desires of peo- 
ples whom he judges faint-hearted 
or militarily incompetent he will 
sweep aside and make his own 
Europe.

months. Beginning in May, how- 
ever, and continuing through the 
hottest period of the Stalingrad 
fighting, there occurred some of 
the most concentrated aerial battles 
of the war. It has been estimated 
that as much as 60 or 75 per cent 
of the entire available Nazi force 
was focused then on critical sec- 
tors. 


The winter of 1942-1948 saw the 
second period of Soviet initiative, 


but with the coming of spring the 
Nazis renewed the challenge, first 
in Kuban, then along the central 
front. It was here that their 
forces on the Eastern front were 
broken. This situation, and the 


threat of aerial assaults from the 
west, has given the Red Army’s 
air force superiority in the sixth 
period, which has continued ever 
since. 

It would be a mistake to sug- 
gest that the Soviet Union has 
no long-range bomber force. In 
the very first weeks of the war 
Soviet planes struck as far away 
as Berlin, Bucharest and Con- 
stanza. The most spectacular 
raids of last spring’s air offens- 
ive were against Warsaw and 
the suburbs of Prague, which 
involved a round trip of almost 
2000 miles over enemy-held ter- 
ritory. It was at about this time 
that about four divisions and 
seven regiments of long-range 
bombers were elevated to the 
status of guards units. 

Russia’s bombers have, not only 
been used for blows deep into 
Nazi-held regions, but in other 
ways less generally recognized. 
Thus, long-range bombers in the 
Moscow sector might be called 
on to attack targets in the Belo- 
Russian or even Ukrainian fronts 
when the weather in those areas 
grounded bomber forces which 
were based locally. 
‘squadron bombed a concentration 
of nine German tank divisions on 
the northern flank of Gen. Field 
Marshal Friedrich von Paulus’ 
ill-fated army for six successive 
nights during the Stalingrad bat-

Difficult Conditions 


The continually advancing Red 
Army front adds to the compli- 
cations. Bombers must often take 
off from land bases which oj {ly 
a few days earlier were e 
Nazis’ and which the Nazis under- 
took to destroy when they left. 
In place of such precision aids as 
permanent radio beam installa- 
tions, the Soviet navigator must 
frequently use portable lights, 
and sometimes even flares or bon- 
fires as guides. 

It is trite, but bears repeating, 
to say that immense distances in 
this part of Europe are also not 
generally appreciated. Thus the 
radius from the British midlands 
which includes the entire Rhine- 
land and stretches as far east as 
Hamburg and Frankfurt, if based 
on Smolensk would barely include 
Koenigsberg and Warsaw and not 
touch any part of*eRumania. If 
based in central Urkraine, which 
has been in Red Army possession 
only in the past few months it 
would cover all Rumania, but not 
touch any portion-of Germany. 


The radius from the Midlands 
to Stettin, Berlin and Munich, if 
extended from Smolensk, would 
reach all of Poland but would not 
touch Budapest or Ploesti and 
only the smallest portion of east- 
ern Germany. A similar radius 
which repsesents the maximum 
effort of Allied air fleets, from 
central Ukraine would reach all 
of Poland and the eastern Balk- 
ans, but likewise only a small 
part of eastern Germany. It

“By this method,” the author 
explains, “he (the business execu- 
tive) systematically and dependa- 
bly translates private enterprise 
into higher efficiency, and. this, 
instead of being dissipated in un- 
employment (the same volume of 
product with less labor) is fruit- 
fully realized: in larger national 
product and higher scales of living 
for everyone (more goods with the 
same labor—that is, the total la- 
bor force).” 


Under the pressure of war, Dr. 
Nourse points out, technical proc- 
esses have been advanced as 
much in the last two or three 
years as they would have been in 
an ordinary decade. The question 
is “whether we are going to real- 
ize these technical gains in .the 
future under the conditions of 
full-scale peace production or let 
them to waste through our 
failure to parallel the technologi- 
cal skills with similar skills in con- 
ducting our economic processes.” 


Mere Confidence Not Enough. 


The mere confidence of individ- 
ual companies in their ability to 
provide jobs, Dr. Nourse says, will 
not be enough to assure perma- 
nent full employment if the com- 
panies divert a substantial part 
of their current proceeds “from 
the stream of actively flowing na- 
tional income into the by-waters 
of hoarded capital or unutilized 
plant.” To do this will be only 
to “start again the spiral of labor 
saving, alias wasting, which will 
mount and mount until massive 
unemployment and widespread un- 
derconsumption bring the eco- 
nomic system again to a condition 
of stagnation.” 

A low-price policy, on the other 
hand, is calculated to guide the 
individual firm constantly toward 
the norm of full employment and 
away from restricted production 
and unemployment. 

Dr. Nourse takes note of the 
contention of some business ‘men 
that tax requirements and high 
wages have already absorbed all 
the gains of technological prog- 
ress, and perhaps more, and that 
therefore prices after the war will 
have to higher rather than 
lower than prewar prices. 


It is true, he replies, that under 
conditions’ of a rapid advance in 
the general price level, dollar-and- 
cents prices might be somewhat 
higher even when a low-price pol- 
icy was being consistently fol- 
lowed; but, he adds, he is “by no 
means convinced that substantial 
decline even in money prices is 
precluded if the issues of the post- 


war decade are faced with under- 
standing and courage.” 

“Business,” he says, “could well 
afford to pay taxes even that 
trenched on capital surplus during 
a few transition years in the in- 
terest of maintaining full private 
employment and demonstrating 
the possibility of curtailing the 
program of public spending. It is 
clear that if the tax burden for 
Government activities carried by 
a fully employed people cannot be 
borne by industry operating at 
full scale, the heavier burden of 
Government seeking to compen- 
sate for the lack of private busi- 
ness activity could much less be 
borne by partially employed in- 
dustry.” 

To sum it all up: In the post- 
war period, the temptation will be 
strong and the opportunities great 
for business to follow easy but 
ultimately destructive courses. If 
it shows the wisdom which the re- 
cent statements of some of its 
leaders suggest it will show, it will 
keep in view the long-pull need for 
a steady mass consumption as the 
only base on which high produc- 
tion and high employment can be 
built and maintained. And to get 
this mass consumption—and this 
production—and this employment, 
and so win prosperity for itself in 
a general prosperity, it will not 
seek to make a killing out of the 
pent-up demands of the public, 
but will pass on to the public its 
gains in efficiency. This is the 
meaning of the low-price policy.

For End of Segregation. 

For both races, Lillian Smith 
wants to see the end of the segre- 
gation pattern. She believes it will 
end. “If I didin’t believe it,” she 
says, “I wouldn't want to live.”

(1) Abolishing the poll tax and 
white primaries. “Until they are 
abolished the demagagues have 
& weapon that can hardly be com- 
bated. When they need the Negro 
vote, different treatment will have 
to ensue.” 

(2). Getting rid of poverty. 
“The poorer whites in the South 
are afraid the Negroes will get 
their jobs if they should try to 
organize, for instance, in the mills 
and plants.

tion—there must be jobs for every- 
body and higher wages. It is near- 
sighted to put a loaf of bread in 
a man’s hand and think the prob- 
lem is solved.

LINDSBORG, Kan., April 8. 


T tomorrow's Easter dawn 
A there will be pilgrims on their 

way toward Lindsborg, Obe- 
rammergau of the Plains, to pay 
their homage to “The Messiah.” 
As the day draws to its close they 
will listen as the villagers and 
farm folk sing their hallelujahs 
for the Lord God omnipotent who 
reigneth forever and ever, as they 
have sung and as pilgrims have 
listened for 62 years. 

In that long ago when Handel’s 
sacred oratorio was first sung here 
.a8 an act of devotion by the 
Swedish pioneers, the Messiah 
Chorus was small and weak and 
the listeners were few.. Now, after 
178 renditions, some of them in 
great metropolitan auditoriums, it 
is mighty, and thousands come to 
little Lindsborg to hear it and 
hail it as unsurpassed by any like- 
sized group anywhere. This is so 
because it is out of their hearts 
that the villagers and the farm 
folk sing and it is to the hearts 
of the pilgrims that they speak. 

Out of the Land of the Mid- 
night Sun came the Swedes in the 
'60s seeking new homes in a new 
land, and found in Smoky Hill 
Valley, as the Indians called it, 
richness of soil and promise of 
plenty and made it their abiding 
place. Leader and shepherd of the 
flock of 80 families was Olaf Ols- 
son, Lutheran pastor of the Varm- 
land province, who chafed under 
the rule of the state church and 
coveted the greater freedom that 
America offered. In the broad 
valley upon which Coronado and 
his men, searching for the fab- 
ulous Quivera, looked in 1540 from 
the heights that now bear his 
name, Pastor Olsson set up the 
cross and established his church. 

A townsite was platted and the 
record of it is to be found on the 
first page of the first book in the 
county’s archives. There was need 
for a name for the town that was 
to be. In the community there 
were Lindgrens, Lindells, Lindhs, 
Lindes and Lindahls, good men 
all, so it was deemed fitting to 
honor them. The town was called 
Lindsborg. 
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HE newly-named Lindsborg 

grew and there were prophe- 

cies that good would come out 
of it, even as good came out of the 
little town of Bethlehem in the 
long ago. There was foundation for 
the feeling, for it was the tradi- 
tion that for this valley the In- 
dians had a strong veneration as 
they viewed it from the heights at 
rise and set of sun when the mists 
hung heavily over it. That was 
why they called it Smoky Hill 
Valley. Pastor Olsson heard these 
sayings and hid them in his heart. 

Pastor Olsson, on a visit to Lon- 
don in 1879, heard “The Messiah” 
at the Crystal Palace and was 
profoundly moved by it. In him 
was born the purpose to set up 
among the transplanted Swedes 
in America the sacred oratorio as 
the expression of their grateful- 
ness and the token of their faith. 
The purpose was first carried out 
at Rock Island, Ill., where Olsson 
went that year to serve another 
Swedish colony, but the inspira- 
tion of it was communicated to 
the Rev. Carl Aaron Swensson, 
who followed him at Lindsborg, 
and to the young woman Swens- 
son married, Miss Alma Lind of 
Moline, Ill., shortly after he be- 
came pastor of Bethany Church 
here: 

It was under the direction of 
Mrs. Swensson that the Messiah 
Chorus was formed in January, 
1882. Most of the singers Were 
farmers. Few of them had any 
knowledge of music, though they 
all loved it. It is said that Mrs. 
Swensson wrote numerals on the 
score to assist them in their read- 
ing. Through the bitter Kansas 
winter the singers came in sleds 
and lumber wagons to the re- 
hearsals. In March they gave the 
first rendition. During the spring 
the chorus went to neighboring 
towns and by giving renditions 
raised $200 for Bethany College, 
which Swensson had founded. 
From that time to this the chorus 
and the college have gone forward 
together. Now, as at the begin- 
ning, the “Messiah” renditions are 
more than musical events. They 
have remained deeply spiritual, 
keeping alive not only the love of 


music that is the people’s inher-— 


itance but the religion that they 
brought with them from Varm- 


land. 
-— = 


OR 25 years the pastor, blond 
F giant like the Vikings of old, 

served his transplanted coun- 
trymen in the Smoky Hill Valley 
and during all that time “The Mes- 
siah” was the keynote of their 
faith. Mrs. Swensson, after the 
chorus was well established, gave 
the leadership into other hands. 
When, in 1904, Pastor Swensson 
died, there was fear that the town, 
church and college would not sur- 
vive. There were trying times, but 
the community and its institutions 
came through. To this day they 
tell you in Lindsborg that it was 
“The Messiah” that brought the 
victory, for its lesson had entered 
their hearts and had strengthened 
them. They might have forgotten 
the sermons that Pastor Swensson 
preached at Bethany Church, but 
they could not forget the grand 
chorugées of sacred oratorio, for 
they sang them not only on Easter 
but from Easter to Easter as the 
men toiled in the field and the 
women in the farmhouse kitchens. 
“The Messiah” had become their 
religion. Its faith had become 
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Oberammergau of the Plains

their faith. It was their heritage 
from generation to generation. 


If there was a need it was that 
of stabilized leadership. In Hag- 
bard Brase this was found. He 
was an outstanding musician who 
had come from Sweden in 1900 to 
teach in Bethany College. For 14 
years he had been organist of the 
oratorio society. Then in 1915 he 
became director. He has served 
as such ever since. 


In midwinter there were some 
who asked whether, with many of 
Lindsborg’s young men in the 
armed services, “The Messiah” 
would be sung this year. The an- 
swer at Bethany College was that 
in the midst of war there was a 
greater need for the reassurances 
of religion to be found in the tra- 
ditional renditions of Holy Week. 
There would be fewer men than 
usual but the women’s sections 
could be strengthened without im- 
pairing the balance, Anyway, the 
singing of the sacred oratorio was 
so much a part of the communi- 
ty’s religious life that it could not 
under any circumstances be omit- 


ted. The attendance might be af- 
fected because of war conditions 
but that would not matter. 


So the rehearsals went forward 
and the soloists were engaged: 
Hilda Ohlin, soprano; Sonia Essin, 
alto; James Montgomery, tenor; 
John Grant, bass, all of New York. 
As usual there would be two ren- 
ditions, on the afternoons of Palm 
Sunday and Easter Sunday. 
x * * 

HE day before Palm Sunday 
T the students swarmed over the 

campus of Bethany College 
raking leaves and cleaning up. 
Downtown, flags and “welcome” 
signs fluttered from the light posts 
along Main street. Lindsborg was 
all set for Palm Sunday. At break 
of day the pilgrims were on their 
way with their faces toward 
Lindsborg. From 23 states they 
came, as shown by the checkup 
later in the day. They filled the 
auditorium of Presser Hall, with 
its 2300 seats. The 420 singers 
took their places on the great 
stage, the women in white and 
the men in black, tier on tier 


above the orchestra space, where 
the 60 musicians were in their 
places. 

The subdued murmur of the ap- 
dience was suddenly stilled, From 
the sides of the stage came the 
soloists, followed by Director 
Brase and Emory Lindquist, presi- 
dent of Bethany College. The sing- 
ers came to their feet. Director 
Brase, tall and straight, carrying 
his years with gallantry and grace, 
faced the audience gravely and 
made a deep bow, 

President Lindquist welcomed 
the people to the 178th rendition 
of Handel’s “Messiah” by the so0- 
ciety, in a continuation of the tra+ 
dition which was established in 
pioneer days. 

“The development of this tradi- 
tion,” he said, “is the result of the 
vision of individuals who under- 
stood the great and impelling mes- 
sage of sacred song. For more 
than six decades the strains of 
Handel’s majestic oratorio have 
been heard in this valley. Thou- 
sands of individuals make an an- 
nual pilgrimage to share in this

fine tradition and to be inspired 
by its great message based upon 
the word of God.”

Hunting in Ozarks

AN BUREN, seat of government for Carter County, nestles 

Te ssssty into high Ozark hills which flank the Current River. 
Most of the town lies this side of the stream, but part of it 
meanders across the highway bridge to the southwest. It is on 
‘gon” gide of the river that 

my friend Dick Moore lives. 

Dick and I have fished the 

Ozark rivers together for 

more seasons than [ can 

count and I will say that 

you'd look a long way to 

find a better guide, a better 

sportsman and a better com- 

panion alongside a campfire. 


Dick loves to fish, although 
he gets little enough oppor- 
tunity because he is busy all 
summer guiding city fisher- 
men, But there’s one thing 
he likes even better than 
fishing and that is bird 
shooting. We were talking 
about it one July day, some 
dozen years ago, as we lazed 
away the noon hour on a 
shady gravel bar, down be- 
low Panther Spring. The 

cock quai] were whistling from a field across the river and, one 
by one, we called three of them over to our side, First they'd 
answer us from far off in the field, then from the river bank 
opposite us. Finally, as curiosity got the better of them, we'd 
see a small brown bombshell launch itself across the stream to 
alight a few yards away from where we sat.

I SAID TO DICK THAT THERE MUST be a wonderful lot 
of Bob Whites living in the little valley farms up and down 
Current River and Dick allowed I was right. I said if a fellow 
didn't mind hunting over mighty rough country, the Current 
River Valley ought to offer some sporty bird shooting. Dick 
calculated, again, that I was correct in my surmise, 

How would it be, I said, to load the dogs and a tent and 
some grub into Dick's boat on opening day of the quail season 
and drop down the river for three or four days, hunting as we 
went? That, said Dick, would be a real bright idea. And zo, 
a few weeks later, we carried out the idea which thereafter 
became an annual custom until the war and gas rationing 


stopped it.

When you go camping down Current River Valley 
in November, you want plenty of blankets in your bed- 
roll, plenty of heavy socks and an extra wool shirt to 
sleep in because the nights get “crimpy.” All of these 
items we had in good measure and loaded into Dick's 
long river boat at the landing at Van Buren on the 
morning of opening day of the quail season. 
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@ ALONG WITH THEM WENT the tent, grub box and cook- 
ing gear, rods and tackle box (for we didn’t know but what we 
might want to try some likely hole for a wall-eyed pike) and 
shells and guns. On top of the load went my dog Mac, and 
Dick’s little old setter, Pat, who wasn’t much of a ground- 
coverer but was deadly on single birds once a covey had 
scattered. 

It was a new experience for Mac and he was excited, but 
Pat found a soft hole among the duffle and curled up to 
snooze with his nose buried under his paws. With everything 
stowed snug, I crawled up into the bow while Dick wound up 
the powerful outboard motor and we headed downstream.

AT THIS SEASON OF THE YEAR there are generally a 
few ducks ‘using” along the river valley and it is exciting to 
round a bend and jump a bunch of sprig or teal or mallards. 
Rightfully, there is a law against hunting ducks from any kind 
of boat that carries a motor. But here and there down the 
valley are sloughs left by high water or deep bays which run 
back from the river where the ducks come in to feed. If you 
know where these arms of water are located, you can beach the 
boat and tie up the dogs, slip something heavier than quail 
loads into your gun and try a little “jump shooting.” 

The best method is for one to walk in from each end of 
the slough or bay so that either you or your partner will be 
fairly sure of a passing shot as the ducks go towering out above 
the tree tops. While a mighty poor way to bag the limit, this 
jump-shooting adds zest to the day’s sport and variety to 


the bag.

Current River, true to its name, hurries swiftly 
down a narrow valley. But here and there the river 
bed widens out, generally where some small creek comes 
tumbling down to join the stream, -and into each of 
these wide spots is tucked a farm or two. Sometimes 
the fields are small and sometimes fairly large but large 
or small, wherever we got permission to hunt, we found 
a goodly number of quail.

@ OFTEN ON THE COVEY RISE, the birds would sail clean 
across the river or take out for the top of a high timbered 
ridge where the going was rocky enough to cut a dog’s feet to 
pieces. But in those cases we'd just whistle for Mac and Pat 
and head for the next covey, or load into the boat again and 
drop on downstream until we found another likely looking spot. 
On that first trip, I remember, we found an unusually large 
number of woodcock—more of them, in fact, than I've ever 
seen before or since in Missouri. There is something mysterious 
about these beautiful brown birds which rise with a surprised 
whistle when flushed and fade away through the undergrowth 
in swift, silent flight that has a way of deceiving the gunner. 
The woodcock has always been a favorite of both sports> 
men and epicure and it is to be hoped that, with today’s prop- 
erly restricted season and bag, it will be enabled to hold its 
own and increase. There were doves still lingering in the 
cornfields and, when the occasion presented itself without too 
much extra effort, we added a brace of these to our bag.

Along toward evening, but well before sundown, 
we chose a sheltered spot to make camp. The boat was 
beached and unloaded and the tent pitched and the dogs 
fed. A big pile of driftwood wag hauled into camp so 
that a good fire could be built up after supper. Bedrolls 
were made ready for the night and our bag of ducks 
and quail and doves and woodcock dressed out and 
hung in a tree to chill. 
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@ WHILE I STARTED THE FIRE and got supper, Dick 
rigged up a rod and caught the wall-eyed pike which he'd 
promised me for breakfast next. morning. Stars were bright 
by the time the dishes were washed and a second pot of coffee 
brewed against the evening chill. Dick allowed that I’d got 
the second pot boiled just the way he liked it—“right stout.” 
There was thin ice on the waterbucket when we rolled into 
the bsankets for our well-earned rest. 

Twice during the night I woke—once when a flock of geese 
flew up the river through the mist, honking disconsolately, and 
once when Mac crawled into bed with me. Next time I opened 
my eyes it was daylight and Dick’s bedroll was empty and the 
delicious aroma of bacon and pike and coffee was drifting in 
through the tent door.

Writer Thinks Invasion Is Delayed While Ses Wait for Dehydrated Lemonade to Dissolve

F you're wondering what's hold- 
| ing up the invasion, I think I 

can tell you. It’s concentrated 
coffee and dehydrated lemonade. 
The boys are waiting around for 
the stuff to dissolve, 

I came to this conclusion while 
living for a day on the Army’s K- 
ration and spending a good part 
of said day myself waiting for cof- 
fee and lemonade to dissolve. The 
coffee finally got around to it, 
but not until a long time after I 
had consumed the last of the 
breakfast rations. As for the lem- 
onade, I waited exactly an hour 
and 15 minutes on it and finally 
had to admit that modern science 
was too much for me, 

The whole experience left me 
with a mental picture of soldiers 
sitting aryvgund with canteen cups, 
tin cans and possibly even hel- 
mets, filled with coffee and lem- 
onade, patiently waiting for the 
stuff to dissolve, 

Outside of this minor difficulty 
—and I say minor because both 
the coffee and the lemonade are 
more valuable for the nutrients 
they contain than they are for 
their flavor—I found the Army’s 
concentrated packages of health 
both bountiful and palatable, in a 
rugged and clinical sort of way. 


It’s difficult for one ofsedentary 
habits to judge K-rations, because 
a hard day’s marching doubtless 
makes a world of difference, not 
only in the approach to what one 
eats, but the quantity one can 
consume with what might be 
called gusto. I’m afraid there was 
a noticeable lack of gusto in my 
case, 

The rations (courtesy of Jeffer- 
son Barracks) come in three pack- 
ages, each the shape of a package 
of cracker-jack, only a little 
larger, and packed in much the 
same manner. There ig an outer 
carton of plain brown cardboard 
and an inner carton which has 
been dipped in a sort of paraffin 
to make it air-tight. Each box is 
marked: breakfast, dinner, supper, 
as the case may be. Not that it 
would make too much difference 
if the soldier ate his breakfast for 
dinner, because outéide of the en- 
tree there is a marked similarity 
in the contents of the packages 
which borders on monotony,

Opening the breakfast package 


, with eager fingers, I hauled out, 


first, two packages of crackers. 
Three to a cellophane package, 
they are about the thickness and 


width of a domino but about twice 


as long. They are tan in color, 
have something of the consistency 
of pressed sawdust, a flavor so 
subtle it is almost non-existent, 
and an air of being extremely 
healthful in a dignified sort of 
way. 

After the crackers came a round 
tin can, the size of a potted meat 
can, accompanied by one of those 
key openers which, strange as it 
may seem, worked. Stamped on 
the top of the can was this: “U. 8. 
Army Field Ration K. Chopped 
Pork and Egg Yolks, Ingredients: 
chopped pork, egg yolks, salt, 
sugar, spice and flavorings. Net 
contents, 3% ounces.” 


Next came a silver paper en- 
velope stamped “Coffee Product; 
dissolve in one-half canteen cup 
hot or cold water, stir well.” Then 
came three wrapped sugar cubes, 
a fruit bar wrapped in cellophane 
but unlabeled, a stick of gum and 
a little cardboard box containing 
four cigarettes, 

The chopped pork and egg yolks 
gave forth a rich and pungent 
odor when opened, but the flavor 
proved to be mild and not unpleas- 
ant. It had the consistency of 
potted meat and tasted, as well as 
I can describe, pretty much like 
three and three-quarters ounces 


of canned scrambled eggs with a 
subtle after-taste of spam. 

The first thing I did was put 
the coffee product in hot water 
and stir well. The last thing I 
did before leaving for work was 
to atir it for the twenty-fifth time. 
It was about three-quarters dis- 
solved, but I couldn't wait any 
longer.

The fruit bar, which tasted like 
a compressed combination of rai- 
sins, prunes, dates and figs, was 
the high spot of the meal. In 
fact, it was the high spot of the 
day. The gum crumbled, the cig- 
arettes were fairly fresh. 

Lunch found me with the same 
two packages of crackers, the 
three cubes of sugar, the gum, the 
cigarettes and two surprises. One 
Was a can, same size and shape 
of the pork and egg yolk can, con- 
taining, it said there, “Processed 
American Cheese with Bacon, four 
ounces.” The other was the 
package of lemonade powder 
marked, “lemon juice synthetic, a 
mixture of pure dried lemon juice 
with corn syrup, dextrose, citric 
acid, ascorbic acid and oil of 
lemon. Dissolve in two-thirds can- 
teen cup of water, add sugar and 
atir well.” 


Well, no one can say I didn’t 
try. As for the cheese and ba- 
con, it tasted like smoked Ameri- 
can cheese and was excellent. The 
cigarettes at noon were in good 
shape. The gum crumbled. 

When supper time arrived my 
strength was up, pulse normal, di- 
gestion fine and appetite—well— 
fair. I think I was beginning to 
dread those crackers just a little, 


The evening package gave forth 
the crackers, the cube sugar, the 
gum and the cigarettes. The can 
containing the main course was 
rectangular instead of round and 
it was filled with, according to the 
label, “Corned Pork Loaf with 
Apple Flakes, Ingredients: cooked 
pork, chopped carrots, broth, salt, 
corn flour, dehydrated § apple 
flakes, rice flour and sodium ni- 
trate.” 

And I don’t doubt but what it 
did. Obviously anything it may 
have lacked in palatability, it more 
than made up for in nutrition. In 
fact, it would be hard to pack 
more nutrition than that into 
three and a half ounces. 

The supper package contained 
also a chocolate bar designed not 
only to supply many of the neces- 
sities of life, but to withstand the 
wear and tear of Army life. In 
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an emergency it could have been 
used as a weapon. I looked inthe 
box to see if maybe there wasn’t 
a small hatchet for breaking it up. 
According to the label, it con- 
tained 300 calories made up as 
follows: “chocolate, sugar, skim 
milk powder, cocoa fat, oat flour, 
artificial flavoring and 0.45 mg. of 
vitamin Bl,

The meal,was washed down with 
bouillon ad grams) whose ingre- 
dients were “a vegetable deriva- 
tive (artificial seasoning), salt, 
dehydrated onion powder, spice 
extractions and caramel coloring.” 
It tasted like most bouillon, only 
a trifle more so. It was fine for 
dipping the pork and apple flakes 
in. Gave it quite a flavor. The 
gum crumbled. 

I won't say I wasn't glad to get 
back to a normal, civilized diet of 
cheeseburgers, chile and cokes, 
but there is no doubt that the 
Army’s K-ration will allay both 
hunger and the rickets, and as 
more than one veteran of the last 
war has informed me, “you should 
have seen what WE had to eat!” 

Just the same, I'm a little wor- 
ried about that coffee and lem- 
onade. I can't help but feel 
they're holding things up.

ORATIO ALGER took poor, 
H but honest, boys and. guided 

them fictionally to fame and 
fortune, The stable boy always 
grew ab to marry the rich little 
girl in blonde curls who used to 
stare at him through the mansion 
window while he curried the 
horses. 

Mr. Alger was a smart fellow, 
and he was away ahead of his 
time. He would do right well to- 
day writing the real life stories of 
movie stars of both sexes who 
have the world bowing before their 
screen images and pin-up photos. 
This Bagdad of Ballyhoo teems 
with lads and lassies who began 
at the depths and now bask in the 
spotlight of popularity and the 
privilege of paying the Collector 
of Internal Revenue far more than 
they keep in their bank accounts. 

Hollywood always has been pop- 
ulated with Alger-like folks, but 
not so long ago when screen stars 
weren’t supposed to be humans, 
press agents went to great pains 
to have their sirens born in the 
shadow of the Sphinx and their 
heroes dripping with blue blood. 
Today, the accent is on the suc- 
cess story because everybody likes 
to believe, upon reading a star’s 
biography, that “it could happen 
to me.” Let’s study some.of the 
Aplger-like incidents in the lives 
of movietown’s great: 

A penniless Brooklyn boy hitch- 
hiked into Hollywood one October 
day in 1929 with a film career as 
his goal. He slept all night un- 
der a tree, had to call on friends 
to supply board and room, He 
never got inside a_ studio, went 
home, and returned 12 years: later 
as a celebrity. Today he heads 
the all-star cast of “Bring on the 
Girls,” at Paramount.

Alger never dreamed up a sink- 
or-swim theme to top that of a 
young singer who in 1926 headed 
for Hollywood with a buddy in a 
rattle-trap auto which broke down 
just outside of Los Angeles. With 
no money for repairs, he walked 
over the now-famous Cahuenga 
Pass down into Hollywood and 
stayed in the town to become the 
fabulous Bing Crosby. 

If Alger had ever tackled rags- 
to-riches stories about girls, he 
surely wouldn’t have surpassed the 
life of little Ruby Stevens who, as 
a child, was put in an orphan 
asylum. Her childhood was spent 
in that environment and in being 
“boarded out” to families, doing 
housework in return for a home.

BECAUSE SHE MAKES né bones of her attraction, for the
